IN HER MINES. 
.e Diseovery of Iron in 1836—Its Barly Stages of 
Development—The Mining of the Present Day 
and the Subsequent Manufactare of the 
Ore—Various Interesting Facts.

Phe time required for its construction£was 
ightmonths. The furnace was the first that 
pade iron during tbe war, and was in charge 
if Mr. H, D. Merrill, who is 
ow connected with the Elyton Land com 
pany, of this place. Merrili aud McElwaine 
were connected with an armory at Holly 
Springs, Mississippi. In June, 1863, orders 
were rcceived from Jefferson Davis to imme-

was placed in the arsenal at Atlanta and was 
used for government service during the war.

Breed & Co., of Cinciunati, who carried on 
business until 1872, when the pine forestry 
pave out. This company sold the plant to 
McGee, Thomas & Co., who operated it two 
years with what timber could be picked up. 
t was abandoned in 1874, and is now standing 
A grim monmment of what was enterprise in 
he past. The building of the furnace in 1864 
as ove of the greatest difficulties. The 
south and north railroad was only run to the 
ahaba river and the heavy machiuvery and iron 
was entirely conveyed by wagon. The bed plate 
of the planer weighed ten tons,and in hauling 
it ropes were used to get it around the bends 
in the road. The furnace was built for a 
ten ton limit,which was considered a big thing 
in those days in this seetion. Theiron was 
considered splendid for making cannon, and 
during the war few were ever known to burst. 
The development of iron inthis section of 
Alabama is great compared with the days of 
war, bufis yetinits infaney. Take the late 
result of the Alice furnace of the Pratt coal 
and ironeompany. It had been making an 
output of 125 tons of iron a day until the eom- 
pany put it in the hands of Mr. Brainard, who 
has, by scientific principles, made it yield 150 
tons per day, and he says the capacity is even 
greater. 
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DEVELOPMENT OF IBON. 


There are, in this section of 
the iron district eleven furnaces which are in 
full blast day and night. They are: The Alice, 
which is the property of the Pratt coal and 
iron company, which is operated by a capital 
of $2,200,000, and hasa daily out-put of 225 
tons of iron. The Sloss, which is operated with 
a capital of $500,000, and has an output of 200 
tons daily. The Mary Pratt, which is 
the property of Messrs. H. F. DeBardleben 
and W. T. Underwood. It has a daily outpm 
of eighty tons, and is operated with a capital 
of $250,000. The Eureka furnace company, 
operated by a stock company with acapital of 
$800,009, with an out-put of 180 tons daily, and 
the Woodward iron company, with a capital of 
$250,000, and with a daily out-put of 125 tons. 
Besides these furnaces there are now being 
built a plant by the Pratt 
coal and iron company at Pratt mines, 
in which $300,000 will be invested, which will 
have ah output of seventy-five tons daily, and 
the new Williamson furnace. nearly completed, 
which has a capital of $250,000, and will have 
an ontput of seventy-Ove tons daily. Besides 
thece plants the Thomases, of Pennsylvania, 
contemplate establishing furnaces here this 
year, and the DeBardleben scheme wij] be de- 
veloped, the Jatter of which will have a capital 
of $2,000,000.

DER MAN’S CONTROL. 


Judge Bleckley Appears Before the SalmagundtCiub, 
of Athene,and Discourses Upon the Nature of 
Love—Profersor Mell and Several Others 
Follow in Divers Veins, Ecc., Btc. 


ATHENS, Georgia, April 10,—[Special.}]— 
The meeting of the Salmagundt at 
the residence of Mr. George 
Dudley T! omes was an event {nthe history of the 
club. A bnilient and cultured audience gave 
Strict attention to the essay of the distinzuished 
gnest of the evening, Judge Logan E. Bleékley. 
The subject,as previously announced, was ‘‘Law as 
Rule of Feeling. The Command Thou Shalt Love.” 
The essay wat in the judge’s own vigorous style. 
and his treatment of the subject was at once novel 
and original. Preliminary to his discussion of the 
Inain question, he spoke of lawin general, classfy- 
ing it under the two forms of inrrinsic and ex- 
trinsic, the one inhering in and adhering to its 
subject, being a part of its existence, and essential 
to its being; the other positive or mandatory, con- 
trolling the subject by some power or will extrane- 
ous toit. Hisillustrations of this difference were 
shiking end powerful. Speaking of the adminis- 
tration of law, as preceptive or as sanctioning, the 
former obeyed from the nature of the person or 
thing existing in accordance therewith, dependent 
entirely upon the individual, the latter enforced 
by anthority, empowered to reward or punish.

“CLARA BELLE” DEAD. 


Noted Correspondent Drops 
Dead in New York City, 
New York Special to Minneapolis Tribune. 

Mrs. William Thompson, better known as 
“Clara Belle,’’ died suddenly this afternoon in this 
city. 

She had apparently been shopping down town, 
and at about a quarter past 5 stopped at the corner 
of Fourteenth street and Broadway to board a 
street car, She crossed tothe Fifth-avenue hotel 
side of Fourteenth street, and waited fora Six:y- 
fourth street car, Some bystanders saw her, as 
the car cameggalong, raise her left hand, 
with a sma)] crockodile skin hand-bag in it, to 
catch the diiver’s attention. Then she gave a 
faint scream, dropped the bag, and pressing both 
bards to herteft side, would have fallen had not 
Cficer Murphy canght herin his arms. A crowd 
at ouce gathered round, when, with the assistance 
of a second officer, Murphy raised her and carried 
her into the office of the Fifth avenue hotel. 

Dr. Charles Gale. of San Franciseo, happened to 
be in the office, and at once stepped forward to 
offer bis assisiance. But it was too late—she wa; 
dead.; Meanwhile, the hotel clerk had telephoned 
to Dr. Fordyce Barker, who arrived a quater of an 
hour later, and united with Dr Gale in pronounc- 
ing the cause of the death to have beea heart di:- 
ease, 

So far none of the bystanders knew who the lady 
was. Her hand-bag was opened, however, aad ia 
it were found several letters addressed to ‘‘Mrs 
William Thompson, No. 719 Sixty-eighth street,’’ 
as also a cCard-case containing some of 
her cards, some small packages of ribbons, etc., 
which she bad just purchased, and copies of the 
Cincinnati Enquirer and the Minneapolis Tribuse 
of the dateof Sunday, March 28. While these 
were being looked at Mr. Franklin File, of the staff 
of the New York Sun, chanced to come into the 
hotel.’ He recognized the decea-ed at once, and 
cried: Goud God, that is Clara Belle.” The by- 
standers then all knew who it was, and universal 
£OrIrow was expressed on all sides, 

It will be remembered that Mr. File was the 
medium of Mrs. Thompson’s introduction to the 
public, and he has ofien been supposed to be the 
ai.thor of “Clara Belle’s’’ letters. The fact was 
that Mr. McLean, of the Enquirer, once, in acasual 
conversation in the Enquirer office, asked Mr. 
File if he happened to know any New York lady 
who would be likely to write good fashion cCorre- 
spondence for his paper. Mr. File had seen some 
work of Mrs. Thompson—though only slightly ac- 
quainted with her personally—and at once recom- 
mended her, Negotiations were opened, with the 
re:ult which the public knows. 

Mrs. Thompson (a Miss Kenny) was forty-three 
years of age, of a slight figure, with fair hair. She 
married Mr. Thompson in 1867, and has lived with 
him, at the residence on Sixty-eighth street, ever 
since. 

Her husband was at once telephoned for at his 
office, and later in the evening the body was re- 
moved to her late home. 3

A PROSPEROUS CITY SETIN A LAND 
OF PLENTY, 


The Businees and Progress of Sandersville Delineated 
Financial Condition of Washington County— 
Literary and Socia]) Features of the City 
~A Happy and Contented People. 


SANDERSVILLE, Ga,, April 9.,—[Special Cor- 
respondence.]|—This city now is in a most 
flourishing condition with about 2,200 inhabi- 
tants. Its growth in the past two or three 
years has been great. During “Sherman’s 
march to the sea”’the courthouse was burned to 
the ground, and but a few years ago court was 
held in Haines’s hall. Since then a magnifi- 
cent courthouse of brick has been erected at a 
cost of $23,000. Thisis, probably, with the 
excetion of those in the cities and one or two 
Jarger towns, the most ample and costly build- 
ing for the purpose in the state. The county 

, Jail is @ very secure struture, but is too near 
the business part of town. The last grand 
jury recommended that a new one be con- 
structed in a more retired part of the city, ap- 

inting a committee to attend to the work. 

he jail contains only three inmates at 
present, 

THE COUNTRY ROUND ABOUT. 

Sandersville is situated in the first county in 
agriculture in the state, in as healthy a district 
as there is in the south. Aside from being the 
first county im agriculture, Washington county 
also affords some as fine geological specimens 
asare tobe found in Georgia. Opal, horn- 
stone, agate, chalcedony and jasper have been 
found in considerable quantities, all ina few 


miles of the city. The lime sinks Or caves, — 


about a mile from the business portion of the 
city, are quite a curiosity. They branch off in 
several directions, one of which, it is main- 
tained by some, wasexplored tothe very heart 
of thecity some yearsago. Sea shells and 
fossil teeth may be found in the caves in great 
numbers. This locality affords excellent lime, 
some of which has been recently gotten out by 
an ente prising gentleman of our city. 

The financial condition of the county has 
been greatly improved under the administra- 
tion of the present ordinary, Judge Newman. 
The year previous to his election the county 
was $4,412 behind, with the taxes at 50 cents 
on the one hundred dollars. <A glance at tae 
neatly kept books of Judge Newman reveals 
the fact that the present fiscal year was begun 
with asurplus of $2,922.14 in the treasury, 
while the taxes last year on $5,162,691, the 
taxable property of the county, was only 35 
cents on the one hundred dollars. 

| THE ARMORY BUILDING. 

The well-stocked armory building is also a 
very large two-story structure. Above is the 
hall, used for various purposes,while below are 
kept, among the other arms, the cannon be- 
longing to Howell’s artillery, which company 
was named in honor of Captain Evan P. How- 
el], of THE CONSTITUTION. On the corner of 
Worthen and Haines streets is situated that 
magnificent brick building, the Ma- 
sonic hall, which would do _ credit 
toa city triple the size of Sandersville. It 
was built in 1856-7, and is constructed of coun- 
ty material. Onthe ground floor is the well 
arranged postoflice, Dr. J. B. Roberts postmas- 
ter. Dr. Roberts is a very systematic man, 
and keeps the office in excellent condition, 
which fact never fails to elicit complimentary 
approval from the postoflice inspectors on their 
occasional visits. The citizens of the town 
have recently manifested their appreciation 
of his efficient services by presenting him with 
a neat gold medal, with his name engraved 
thereon. 

THE OLD FAIR GROUNDS, 

the western part of the 
city are situated the old fair 
grounds of the Washington county agri- 
cultural society. For many years the people 
annually gathered here from far and near, 
bringing their choicest productions in every 
line of both farm and household articles to the 
fair. The pigsties and horse stalls, which 
surround the grounds were well filled, the 
Jarge buildings crowded with people,and pleas- 
ure predominated. But the fairs did not prove 
a financial success, and they have now been 
discontinued for several years. The buildings 
have been torn down, while the old grounds 
are in eultivation. Now, little except the 
great arched gateway remainsas a reminder 
of what it has been, 

The mammoth mills and gins owned and 
operated by Hon. C. R. Pringle, are also quite a 
credit to our city. The building of the former 
is three and of the latter four stories high. 
These give employment continually to quite a 
large number of hands, The gins havea ca- 
pacity of a bale in every forty minutes, while 
the four mills, which often run day and night, 
can turn out with ease two barrels of flour aud 
twelve bushels of meal perhour. The mills 
are of inestimable value to our county, and 
representa vast amountof money. The whole 
is run by one fifty horse power engine. 

SOCIAL ORGANIZATIONS. 

There are in the city about ten organiza- 
tions, including Odd Fellows, Masons, 
Woman’s Christian Temperance union, and 
literary societies. Among the latter, perhaps 
the one most deserying special mention is the 
S. F. literary club. This organization is com- 
posed of young men of the city, and is bene- 
ficial to the members. A splendidly equipped 
club room is fitted up- in Haines’ hall. The 
library consists of many hundred volumes, 
including books of every kind which go to 
make up a complete library. 

The market house, which is as useful as it 
is curious, is of novel construction, being a 
perfect hexagon in shane. It is divided into 
two stalls, from which fresh beof is sold daily. 
The upper story serves for the council cham- 


r. 

The two hotels in the city, the Gilmore 
house and the Sandersville hotel, are unsur- 
passed by any in the state, except in size, 
although both are of large dimensions, 
The tables are set with the best of food pro- 
curable. 

Sandersville supports two excellent newspa- 
pers, the Herald and Georgian, and the Mer- 
cury. The Herald is a neat, clean-faced, six- 
column sheet, well equipped for newspaper and 
j0b work, with a large circnlation, printed 

‘with a large cylinder press. The Mercury is 
also a splendid eight-column journal, in a 
flourishing condition. Both papers contribute 
largely to the welfare of our town. 

A look into the immense machine shops of 
Messrs. Lang & Wict, with its buzzing ma- 
chinery, sounding of anvils and rattle of belts, 
presents a scene of great activity. The shops 
give employment toa large numberof men. 
These gentlemen are full of business and enter- 
= and their shops area sourceof much 

nefit, not only to Washington, but te the 
surrounding counties. They are at present 
constructing three new engines, and, when 
finished, they will have made eight 1n all. 

MEDICINE AND LAW. me 

There are, in Sandersville, eight physicians 
and twelve lawyers, which does not, however, 
suggest ill health and misconduct, but a very 
large population, for Sandersville is very 
healthy and quite peaceable, requiring only 
one marshal, We have also a large opera- 
house, two stories in height, capable of seat- 
ing one thousand people easily, owned by Mr. 
Bryant, Watkins. The spacious stores on the 
first floor are occupied by Mr. H. C. Roughton 
and Mrs. C, C. Brown. 

Our city is in quite a prosperous condition, 
and among many other enterprises is sadly in 
meed of a bank. A large amount of the stock 
could be raised here with little effort. The 
benefits tothe bank, as well as to the commu- 
nity, which it would bring, is well known, and 
it is, therefore, needless to argue this point. A 
cotton warchouse would also be a paying and 
convenient institution. 

One of Sandersviile’s important branches of 
business is the insurance agency of Messrs. W. 
G, Furse & Co. They are agents for a very 
darge number of companies, including some on 
the most solid financial basis, on both sides of 
the Atlantic. That popular benevolent corpo- 
ration, the Georgia Mutual Aid association, 
has headquarters in this city, with Mr. Farse 
as manager. The company isona firm foot- 
ing, with a large membership, and is increas- 
3ng every day.

WASHINGTON, April 2,—Congressman Stone, 
of Kentucky, who walks about the house and 
up'and down the avenues on crutches—having 
lost a leg in the confederate service—is expect- 
ing his wite to arrive here shortly from her 
Kentucky home. The story of Stone’s {mar- 
riage isa strange and interesting one, and 
proves again that there are as Sinteresting 
incidents in real life as are told 1n story books. 
Stone was a confederate soldier, and at a battle 
in Cynthiana, Kentucky, was badly 
wounded, As he feil his hat 
went one way and his musket another, 
and he found himself unable to move to regain 
either.. It was a scorching summer day, and he 
was obliged to he on that hot hiilside exposed 
to the intense heatof the- blazing sun, unable 
even to protect his face except by throwing his 
arm across his eyes. His life-blood was rapidly 
running away,and he became weaker and 
weaker, and soon was unable to speak or move. 
The blezing sun which fell on his head and 
face was adding untold suffering, in his en- 
feebledScondition, After the fightZhe was left 
with the dead and dying, for it was supposed 
he could not live more than a few minutes or 
hours, After the troops . had with- 
drawn, some of the people living in the vicin- 
ity of the battlefield passed over it, relieving 
the necessities of the wounded so far as pos- 
sible. As they passed near where Stone lay 
suffering in the hot sun, unable to speak, a 
young lady in tke party noticed him and the 
sufferings the sun must produce if he were 
still conscious. Telling her companions she 
believed he was still alive,she procured the 
ramrods from four muskets lying near by, and 
sticking them in the ground near his head, 
fastened over the top a scarf from her shoul- 
ders, to break the rays of the sun. When the 
wounded were gathered from the fiefd it was 
found that Stone was still living, and he was 
sent to the hospital. There was a long 
struggle between life and death, but 
he finally rallied and slowly regained 
strength, after the amputation of his right leg. 
The residents of the town and vicinity did all 
they could forthe sufferers in the hospital, 
sending them food and delicacies and often 
visiting them. One day, after he had gained 
sufficient strength to speak and notice those 
who visited the hospital, hesaw among the 
visitors the young lady who had probably 
saved his life by her kindness when he lay 
helpless and speechless on the battlefield. 
When opportunity offered, he spoke to her of 
the occurrence and thanked her for her kind- 
ness. The acquaintance thus begun ripened 
into love, and she is now his wife.

PERRYVILLE, Ark., April 9.—In digging a 
well a few days since on his plantation at Se- 
vier, J. W. Farmer discovered a human skele- 
ton imbedded in the sand about five feet be- 
low the surface. To all appearances the re- 
mains were in a crouching or sitting position.

No railway officials were around to di- 
rect the troops would be they were most need 
ed. The fires, which were all incendiaries, 
started about nine o’clock last night. Large 
crowds of strikers and citizens are collected 
in‘groups all over the city, and are still deter- 
mined to bave revenge for yesterday’s massa- 
cre. Public sentimentis ruaning high. Fire- 
men and erigineers were sent from St. Louis 
to help out, but their hose was cut by the men 
intimidated. They returned without being 
able to render any assistance. 
ALL QUIET ALONG THE LINES, - 

No disturbances of any character occurred 
since 5 o'clock this morning. The sheriff dis- 
missed all the deputies, with the exception of 
three or four men, and is dependent entirely 
pn troops for his protection. sf 

THE DAMAGE BY FIRE. 

It is impossible at this hour to more than 
approximate the damage by the night’s fires, 
They were all confined to railroad property, 
and officers sent with troops report about 
Liwenty to thirty cars destroyed, loaded with 
merchandise and coal. The greatest damage 
occurred at the Cario Short-Line yards, about 
one mile from the Relay depot, where proba- 
bly fifteen cars were destroyed and the flames 
for a time threatened the destruction of one or 
two hundred cars in the immediate 
vicinity of the yards, which 
were unprotected by the presence 
of an active deputy or officer of any kind until 
rompary “D,” of Champaign, arrived at the 
scene of fire, and it was permitted to burn at 
its will. Two members of this company were 
found who could fire and run locomotives, and 
f switch engine being placed at their disposal, 
they succeeded in dragging away from the 
burning cars fully one hundred box and coal 
cars. Three companies of troops from 
Greenviile, Paris and Champaign are now sta- 
tioned at the Louisville and Nashville and the 
Cairo Short Line yards. The main body of 
troops, beyond a few sentries stationed at the 

railroad switches, remain in the yicinity of the 
Relay dcpot. No serious opposition of any char- 
acter has beset the " 
THE EIGHTH VICTIM. 

A man named Andrew Jones,a Knight of La- 
bor, was shot yesterday and is not expected 
tolive through the night. He will make 
the eighth person killed thus far. 

A walk through the business and residence 
streets gives the impression that it is deserted 
and dead, except that now and then clusters 
of sullen men are to be seen at the street 
intersections watching at a distance the move- 
ment of troops. The saloonsare closed, and 
pearly every store is closed with the windows 
and doors barred. ‘Troops have been distribu- 
ted in fplatoons and companies at the princi- 
pal yards and shops and in the vicinity of the 
farge elevators onthe levee alongthe Mis- 
Rissippi river. 

FIVE HUNDRED CARS DOOMED, 

The total number of cars burned at the sey- 
eral yards was forty-two, representing a total 
loss of about 332,000, exclusive of the merchan- 
dise. Of the fourteen cars on the Illinois and 
St. Louis road, all were loaded, and their con- 
tents were utierly destroyed. Nine coal cars 
and nine loaded box cars on the Cairo Short 
Line roads, near the river, are still burning. 
More than five hundred cars, by actual count, |

ed to destruction. | 

A MESSAGE To JAY GOULD, 

St. Lours, April 10.—The executive board 
of the Knights of Labor, when the news ofthe 
shooting reached them, proceeded at once to 
East St. Louis, and there conferred with a 
number of citizens and got the general opin- 
jon as to the affair. After advising every one 
fgainst violence, the board returned to this 
side and prepared the following telegram, and 
sent it outas theexpression of the board’s

SHERIFF HEWLETT STATEMENT. 

J. G. Hewlett, Charles Kinsler, William 
Jester, Sam Jones, John Hoge, W. J. Laird, 
Stewart Martin, George W. Burnett and J. T, 
Williams, East St. Louis deputy sheriffs, who 
surrendered themselves to the St. Louis police 
after doing the shooting at the Louisville and 
Nashville crossing on the east side yesterday, 
are still locked up at the Four courts. This 
morning Chief Harrigan}was notified by Mayor 
Joyce to hold the men as fugitives from 
justice till requisition papers could 
be seeured for them. They will be held. Hew. 
lett, who is specialagent for the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, as well as being tem- 
porarily deputy sheriff, has made a statement 
explaining the shooting of yesterday. This is 
corroborated by other deputies, and isin sub- 
stance as follows: 

“Thursday the strikers captured one of our 
deputies and held him aboutan hour and a 
half. They let him go and told him they in- 

tended to visit usagain and dous up. About 
ten o'clock yesterday,a man who recognized 
Martin as an Odd Fellow, 
came’ and told the men to look out for 
Serious trouble. 1- T. J. Harrahan, gen- 
eral manager of this division, and he gaid he 
had also been notified to look ont for trouble. | 
I then wrote two letters to utant-General 
‘Vance, explaining the situatiow.to him, and 
sent them to him a_ . before 
twelve o'clock. While writing the Jetters 
I was summoned to keep the strikers 
from coming into our yard at the east end, 
Y went up there with General Manager Harra. 
There were about three hundred men 
collected around. when I got there. Sheriff 
Rohrequet was preayeh- nd tried to disperse 
the crowd, but they would not listen to him. 
They jeered at him, calling him all sorts of 
names. Seeing he could not disperse the 
crowd, the sheriff went away. Then I con- 
menced talking to the crowd. I said: ‘For 
God’s sake, men, get acing ge save trouble. 
Look at this thing rationally. You heard the 
sheriff read the law to you, and you would not — 
leave,’ I then read the law to some twenty or 
thirty nren who were nearest me. When I 
stopped reading, some one in the crowd said, 
referring to me: ‘This man is right.’ Others 
said, ‘Pay no _ attention to him; 
we don’t care a d——n for the law. He 
is a scab all that I said had no eftect upon the 
crowd. While some of my men were at din-

strikers at the crossing.’ This was about 130: 
o'clock. Sample came to me again in a few 
minutes @nd said, Come on, we have 
not time to eat now. They have haled 
our train at the broadway crossing. W:;h d 
six or seven depnties at the crossing to pro« 
tect the train, and t started with about 
twel other deputies to reinforce them. The 
crowd, when we got there, was massed on the 
bride over Cabakia creek and on the east side 
of oua tracks, around the Greentree honse and 
aboutthe Illinois and St. Lonis nger 
platform. There wasia deal of yelling from 
the crowd; they jee at us and called us 
everything they could think of. This thing 
lasted quite a while, until the general mana- 
ager induced theengineer to run the train 
through f the crowd with a rush. While 
we were waiting there at the crossing 
to protect the fireman’ and_ engineer 
a striker said to a deputy: ‘you will never get 
out of these yards alive.’ I said: ‘I will ar- 
rest that man. It is my sworn duty to do it.’ 
I tcok hold of him to arrest him, and he re- 
sisted. He swore he would not be arrested 
and attempted to jerk away from me, but I 
held on to him. The mob then closed 
in on me, but with the assistance 
of one of my deputies, we forced the men out 
of the crowd. I turned around to the crowd 
then and said: ‘For God’s sake, men, dis- 
perse, while I am carrying out the law. Don’t 
persist.’ Just about that time I heard a pistol 

shot tomy rear. It sounded like the report 
from a small pistol, and as quick as a flash I 
saw a stone coming at my head. 
I dodged and it struck me on the shoulder. I 
judge the first shot came from the rear win- 
dows of abarroom on the west side of the 
creek. My deputy, Kinsler, says it came from 
there. After the first shot was fired the shoot- 
ing became general. We were between two 
fires and then noticed shots coming from a 
rear barroom window. Shots were fired at us 
from the east Side of the track, from a little 
house, and from coal 
the Indianapolis and 
track. The crowd then started west along the 
dike to cut us off, by a cross street, from our 
depot. I saw this movement, and started with 
my deputies across our trestle on a run forthe 
depot, and got there in advance of the crowd. 
We halted atthe depot and the freight men 
came and begged for protection, saying the 
strikers would murder every one of them. I 
told them to gotothe bridge and we would 
protect them.”’ He then describes the scen 
on the bridge and the arrival of deputies in 
this city as previously reported. 

THE TROOPS DO GOOD WORK. 

Four distinct fires were in progress, at the 
Louisville and Nashville yards, on a side 
track of the Illinois and St. Louis, and at two 
points on the Cairo Short Line. The incen.- 
diaries who lighted the fires on the latter 
road precured from one of the cars several 
barrels of oil, which were emptied 
to commence the blaze among the cars, The 
entire work of vandalism indicated a knowledge 
and premeditation with no one to lend a stay- 
ing hand to stop the destruction until a smal] 
detachment of troops put in an appearance, and 
then the fires were confined to comparatively 
narrow areas. The work of the soldiers, in 
this respect at least, proved very effective, 

The general manager of one of the roads, 
who witnessed the scene of last nigh, declared 
that the property of all the railway companies 
would have been wiped out before 
morning but for the interposition 
of the soldiery. The hotels of the city and all 
the proprietors of shops have been warned not 
to entertain or harbor any of the soldiers, 
which is the occasion, in part, for the closing 
of all hotels, with the exception of the Martell 
house, which has been taken as headquarters 
for the officers commanding the troops. This 
afternoon large crowds assembled on - Broad- 
way, and the troops did notin any way cause 
their dispersion. They have failed to make 
any demonstration, and there is not deemed 
any liklihood of a serious collision, alhthugh 
such a happening is not deemed impossible by 
local officials. Thechief dread is night. To 
protect the miles of railroad cars from the torch 
will require, in the opinion of the com- 
manding officers, who have been over the 
ground, a larger force of troops 
than is now on the ground, as even now the 
squads are widely separated, and are in very 
emall detachments. 

BOYCOTTING THE NON-STRIKERS, 

As an illustration of the predominant feeling 
the Cairo Short Line company will be com- 
pelled to send its yard workmen fifty miles 
out from the city to escape the boycott with 
which the hotels and boarding houses are 
threatened for harboring non-strikers. 

: THE COAL MINERS GO OUT. 

Coal miners along the entire line of the 
Illinois and St. Louis, four hundred in num- 
ber, have gone out, carrying out the purpose 
of the Knights of Labor in carrying the fight in 
that'direction. The sheriff and two of his depu- 
ties who were at thescene where the shooting oc- 
curred yesterday on Cahokia bridge, state that 
the crowd was warned three times in succes- 
sion to disperse, but jeered and 
the officers. The evi- 
dence seems conclusive that the strikers 
kept throwing missels at the yardmen in the 
Louisville and Nashville road all the morning, 
growing bolder all the while, and it is stated 
on behalf of the deputies that actual firing 
commenced aftera shot had been fired from 
the crowd or froma houseinthe rear. The 
chief firing on the part of the deputies appears 
to have been done bya character known as 
the “Cowboy Fireman,” who came here 
from Texas ,and remained on an engine as ga 
fireman, while six engineers in succession de- 
serted their machines, owing to the importu- 
nity or threats of the strikers. These men 
would, it appears, surely have met their death 
had they not made their escape successfully to 
St. Louis. ‘The firing occurred when three of 
the deputies were absent at dinner, and as the 
latter were returning, unarmed, they were 
beset by acrowd of infuriated people jThe depu- 
ties fled toward the Ohio and Mississippi yards, 
being fired at repeatedly by the occupants of 
houses in their wild flight. One was shot in 
the hip and overtaken by the pursuers, was 
beaten and left for dead. He was after- 
wards rescued and is still 
alive. It was this deputy who was 
stated to have been shot and killed, accord- 
ing toearlier dispatches yesterday. The freight 
trains over the Cleveland, Columbus, Cin- 
cinnati and Indianapolis, Ohio and Mississippi, 
Chicago and Alton, and Vandalia roads have 
arrived this afternoon. 

Three coal trains crossed the bridge into 
East St. Louis. 

The Cairo short line road, which proved th 
eufferer by the fires last night, has not bee 
enabled to resume operations in its yards thu: 
far today. 

WATCHING THE TROOPS, 


A few of the stikers approached near th 
railway depot, in squads throughout the fore 
hoon; and watched the movements of troop 
Some of these known tothe railway oficial 
as leadets of the violent section have bee 
pointed out and placed under arrest. Seven o 
eight.of these men are now under an armed 
guard near the railway depot. Shortly after 
12 o'clock a striker named Alexander Savary 
was challeedjby a sentry named Kent,a private 
in Company C, Fifth infantry. To an injunction 
to “move on,” he drew a revolver, and re- 
marking, “You are too pretty toshoot,” turned 
to walk away, but turning abruptly, fired at

The 
troops on their part have conducted themselves 
quietly. 
THE STRIKERS DISCUSS THE AFFAIR. 

Unusual quiet prevails today in the Mis- 
souri Pacific and Iron Mountain railroad yards 
on this side of the river. Strikers around the 
yards are few in number, preserve perfect or- 
der and confine themselves to a calm discus- 
sion of yesterday’s tragedy in East St. Louis. 
They all deplore the hasty firing of the depu- 
ties, but admit that the strikers were partly at 
fault. They say that they will profit by the 
lesson and resort to no violence in any cases. 
The usual number of five freight trains have 
been sent out today over both roads without 
interference. 

ALL QUIET AT MIDNIGHT. 

Reports from every portion of the city at mid 
night show that absolute quiet has prevailed up to 
this hour. The business streets are deserted, and 
no arrests have occurred of trespassers upon rail- 
road property. The night is stormy, a rain having 
set in about 9 o'clock, and is still falling steadily 


HEAVY LQSS IN LAWRENCE. 


A Large Mill Takes Fire—Great Damage 
Done. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., April 10.—Fire broke 
out in the picker room of the Pemberton mill 
about 10 o’clock this morning, and gained 
great headway before the firemen could get 
to work on it. At11:40 a general alarm was 
rung, summoning the whole departmeat. All 
the operatives were sent out. Eight men 
were in the room wheao the 
fire started, and a large quantity of material 
was in the building. The structure 
is situated on the river bank in the rear of the 
main mill; is three stories high and 409 feet 
long. The main mill itself is seven stories 
high. The looms and machinery were at the 
south end of the mill, The mill next the 
river was much damaged early during the 


‘ 


fire. 

At 12:30 the walls of the rear building gave 
way, burying ten persons, including four 
firemen, all of whom are probably killed. 
Engines from North Andover and Methaen 
arrived at 1 o’clock and joined the Lawrence 
fire department in fighting the flames. 

At 1:30 p, m. the fire began to succumb to 
the efforts of the united departments and it is 

robable the main mill will be saved. This 
is the mill that fell in 1860, when one hundred 
lives were lost. 

At 12:30 p. m. the roof fell, carrying down 
two floors below, and also fifteen men who 
were fighting the flames. All but four ofthese 
escaped by clambering out of the ruins. Of 
the four men buried, George 
McKenzie was soon rescued, but died at 
3:30 from the effects of his injuries, George 
Silva was quickly extricated from the ruins, 
having sustained severe, but. not fatal, cuts; 
John Miller, fireman of the Washington mills, 
lay for nearly two hours onthe second floor 
under a hcavy beam, the flames blazing near 
him. Two heroic fireman, Victoria 
Guigras and Herbert Finn, stood by 
him, braving the fire and smoke and at 2:30 
succeeded in prying the timber off his body 
and rescuing him from a slowdeath. Miller’s 
jaw and left leg were fractured, and his right 
leg was badly burned from the hip to the 
ankle. Hewill die. Six others were hurt 
badly, one will lose both legs. 

The burned mill employed 700 hands and 
was running on full time. It was the only 
one left standing on January 10th, 1860, when 
at 5 p.m., without a word of warning, the 
large mill fell burying between 600 and 709 
operatives. The ruins took fire,and 145 per- 
sons were killed and 175 were injured.

SHOT THE OLD MAN DEAD 


And Then Put an End tothe Boy—The Mur- 

: derer Captured, 

Fort SMITH, Ark.,April 10.—Lincoln Sprole 
has been convicted ofa double murder com- 
mitted in Paul’s valley, Chickasaw nation, 
May 30, 1885. His victims were old man 
Clark and his son Alex Clark. Sprole and the 
Clarks were tenants on the same farm and did 
not get along.well in their dealings with each 
other. The murderer concealed himself in a 
thicket by the roadside, where he knew Clark 
and his boy would pass ina wagon. As they 
came along he shot the old man first, when 
the boy jumped from the wagon and was shot 
in the knee, falling by the roadside. Sprole 
approached the prostrate boy and heeding not 
his appeaJs for mercy, againshot him, inflict- 
ing a fatal wound. Sprole fled, but was cap- 
tured a few weeks afterwards, and his name 
added to the list that swells the number of con- 
victed murderers now in jail here to thirteen. 

Simpson Jones, a white man, was brutally 
murdered by Sam Cass,a Choctaw desperado, 
near Waldron, Saturday. The cause of the 
deed is unknown.

ADORING THE FLOWERS. 


Lovely Women Spend All Day at the Show, 
and Men Naturally Go, Too. 


. From the New York Sun. 


All day and every][day, and late into the 
night, men, women, and children have stream- 
ed in and out of the Metropolitan House, 
where Klunder’s feast of roses is in progress. 
They found the walls of entrance and foyer 
entirely covered with a delicate tracery of 
green, and two Dutch gardens lay on either 
side, that on the right enclosed with a thick 
row of splendid yellow tulips, hedging the Iit- 
tle formal beds of purple hyacinths, shading 
from violet to white; that on the left enclosed 
with golden daffodills “taking the winds of 
March with beauty,’ and belting a field of 
tulips of every hue. 

“Ts itany wonder the Dutch fought over 
them. and gambled for them, and spent their 
estates for them?’ asks a little maid witha 
Parisian gown and rosy cheeks, gazing at the 
tulips with shining, rapturous eyes. 

On the vast floor of the opera house there 
are avenues of palms and tree ferns and 
mounds, fifteen feet high, of roses, azaleas and 
orchids; the arches where the stage joins the 
auditorium are wreathed with smilax, and be- 
yond is a background of thick palms and im- 
mense mirrors reflecting the wholescenc. On 
the stage is a great fountain throwing up 
sprays to an electric burner twenty feet above, 
and letting it fall again upon a bed of tall calla 
lilies. Beyond them are growing great sheaves 
of annunciation lines, enclosed by a fence of 
fine wire, whose every mesh holds a tiny burn- 
er, like a gleaming star, and around that again 
is a bed of mosses and ferns, white violets, lil- 
ies of the valiey, orchids, and /mignonette. 

Everywhere is moving a great crowd, slowly 
circling; the boxes are filled with well-dressed 
women, and far above Damrosch’s orchestra is 
playing the Swan Song from “ Lohengrin.” 

The specialties of this great show have been 
the Primroses, English and Chinese, of almost 
every variety known, and the orchids. 

The primrcses and primulas were set around 
the floor between the tables where the hybrid 
roses were displayed, and in the back part of 
the stage was a great bed of them in every 
hue. from clear blue to creamy yellow. 

The orchids were constantly surrounded by 
wondering and admiring crowds. Two great 
pyramids of them were built up some ten feet 
or more, and eut on every side hung these rare 
blossoms, quaintly imitating animal forms. 
There was the Espirtu Santo, with blossoms 
like white doves descending, and the spider 
orchid, yellow and red, and fiercely spotted 
with sprawling, leg-like petals. Particularly 
fine were the angrxeum superbum and the cu- 
rious amethysteglossa. 

The flesh-eating plant had a crowd of horri- 
fiedly delighted women about it curiously re 
garding it. It looks sanguine, but calm and 
self-possessed, considering the unflattering 
comments upon its moral character flying about 
among the women, who are probably all vege- 
tarians. It hasa curved month and a deep 
hollow horn which it fills with fluid, where the 
flies and gnats of an inquiring turn of mind 
get drowned and fare absorbed. Such small 
deer are its natural food, but it can be very 
contented with porter-house steak or South- 
down mutton at a pinch, done rare, and with- 
out gravy. ‘ - 

It isa relief toturn from this man-eating 
tiger of the vegetable ring down to the “pretty 
Puritan pansies” and the heavy-headei stalks 
of mignonette, the purple perfumed heliotro 
that blooms by the acre in the Soudan, and the 
death sweet odors of the waxen-belled hya 
cinth.

The procession will form at the capitol at 
10 o’clock, and will move at 10:30.

Oa 
Mouday bight a party of disguised men visited his 
place of business sometime after he had closed 
doors, and with pistols, attempted to perforate the 
whisky barrels with bullets by shooting through 
the weatherboarding of the house, against which 
the rear end of the barrels rested. They were ele- 
vated, however, upon a frame, and the party, or 
parties, miscalculating the height, shot under- 
neath. Their object, evidently, was to empty the 
contents upon the floor. Afteramusing themselves 
in this way for some time, they drew the professor’s 
picture, with a rope around his neck, and a warn- 
ing written underneath to abandon the business in 
thirty days.

Quick 
as lightning he flashed back, ‘the same difference 
there is between a pigand ahog. A pig willbea 
hog if yon givo him time. The moderate drinker 
will be a drunkard ifyou'llonly wait.”’ 


Politics on the Bench, 
From the Cuthbert Appeal. 

If a judge of the superior court is mentioned 
in conuection with the govenorship of his state, is 
it right that insinuations should be thrown out by 
the press that, unless he resigns his office, he will 
employ corrupt means to further his political as- 
pirations? Is honorable ambition to succeed by 
underhand methods only? Now,-in casting apout 
for a governor, each section has its especial pet. 
This should not warrant an attack up- 
on some other good man, who may 
be mentioned, simply because he is an officer, and 
without the semblance of a charge to bring 
against him, except that he is apt to take advan- 
tage of his position to make friends, to the disa:- 
yantage of his less favored opponent. 

How aie we to judge of the conduct or talents 
of another, except through the position he is called 
upon to fill? Those who have given the greatest 
satisfaction in the past are the men who 
went up step by step, and not 
those who come from the shades of seclusion. A 
judge of the superior court, or any othe: man oc- 
cupying an office of public trust, will not risk his 
good name in questionable measures, in the very 
sight of higher honors being offered by an admir- 
ing public. Rather will they be more guarded in 
speech and act, knowing that every word and 
ac ion is sure to mect with the severest criticism. 
To resign is atacit acknowledgment that to bea 
candidate for a higher office means trickery, 
bribery and corrupiion generally. To remain in 
the field against such unfounded opposition shows 
true courage andmanhood. The newspaper that 
believes it can injure the reputation of a good man 
by advertising him as a judge of the superior court 
in politics, falls short of its expectations.  Al- 
ready such advertising bas redounded to the good 
of candidates and the mortification of nameless 
scribes. His caseisstréengthened, for the mawe, 
can see nothing in such a fight but vindictive per 
secution. 

Itis the merest folly toresign any office to be- 
come a candidate. If aman is pure he will employ 
only honorable means to secure his success. If he 
is impure,the public knows too well from past 
experience to what lowand disgraceful acts he 
willresort tocurry public fayor, and his aspira- 
tionsare nippedin the bud. Asto selecting be- 
tween the judgeon the bench andthe common 
politician, who will be apt to measure his conduct 
by the rules of propriety, the man 
who has 4 reputation to uphold, 
in accordance with the dignity of his position, or 
the one who feels norestraint and waits for the 
incumbent, whom, perhaps, death may have re- 
moved, tobe carried from the presence of his as- 
sociates. ere he hies himself awayto elbow the 
yoweis that be, in his interest aud behalf. 

Courtesy, as well as necessity, demands that 
where a judge is disqualified in his own circuit, 
some one of his associates shall preside. If itis 
true that these rounds develop judgesinto poll- 
ticians, then there is not a court of equity in the 
Statc.

Other por- 
tions of the city are suffering in a similar 
manner. Physicians attribute the fatality of 
the week to exposure, which has brought om 
pneumonia while the victims were stiil con- 
valescing with the measles.

Augusta is reaching out for 
Chattanooga via Gainesville. Savannah is 
promised a new route to Macon, Americus 
and Birmingham, and the contracts have 
been signed for a large part of the work. 
Rome has started for Carrollton, and a road 
from Mi'len to Jesup is spoken of as a 
certainty. Ifthe reader will fix these lines 
in his mind’s eye, he will see that they cut 
into Atlanta heavily. They will not only 
cripple her, but they build up her rivals. 

In the midst of this universal activity it 
will not do for Atlanta to remain idle. Nor 
will it do for her to presume on the inability 
of her competitors to do what they are un- 
dertaking. She has already lost a great op- 
portunity by this policy. She must be up 
and doing. She must defend the pre- 
eminence she has won. She now makes 
41 percent of the shipments made by all the 
cities in the pool, as shown by the pool com- 
missioners’ table.

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Atlanta and the Railroads. 

The agitation of new railroads for Atlanta 
has not abated her determination to exhaust 
every effort to get justice from the roads al- 
ready built. 

We could fill this column with instances. 
of discrimination of the most flagrant charac- 
ter. Let one suflice for the present. We 
have before us anote from Mr. H. H. Col- 
quitt, of the Furman fertilizer works, in 
which he shows the discrimination under 
which his company is forced to work. The 
railroads charge him $3 a ton for crude phos- 
phate rock from Charleston to Atlanta. They 
charge him $2 a ton for carrying his product 
toSelma. It cost him, he says, $5 a ton on 
materials and products to get his stuff from 
Charleston to Selma. But the roads carry 
acid phosphate from Charleston to Selma fur 
*3.aton. The rate on acid phosphates from 
Charleston to Atlanta is $3.42. The rate 
from Charleston to Selma (225 miles further) 
is $3. So that the roads actually haul acid 
phosphates, kainit, salts and potash to Selma 
and Montgomery for 42 centsa hundred less 
than they haul them to Atlanta, although 
they go through Atlanta to reach Selma and 
then go 225 miles further. Mr. Colquitt says 
the discrimination against Atlanta gets 
steadily worse. That his company is $l a 
ton worse off than Jast season, the Atlanta 
rate having been raised an average of 59 
cents, and the rate for other points into At- 
lanta’s territory having been decreased about 
o0 cents. 

There is certainly some remedy for such 
injustice as this. There is some tribunal be- 
fore which the tariff under which Atlania 
suffers can be judged and its errors corrected. 
And the people of this city will assuredly 
find the tribunal and the remedy. The rail- 
roads may as well understand this. 


The Knights of Labor Out West.

Mr. J. H. Beadle, a correspondent of th» 
Cincinnati Enquirer—a lantern-jawed mn 
with sharp eyes—who spent several month: 
in the south, has written a curios letter on 
the mixture of races. 

He was surprised, to begin with, at ‘‘tind- 
ing somapny ‘white’ black women in the 
south.’ He says he can’t see the reason for 
calling a woman with perfectly fair skin, 
blue eyes and golden hair a black woman. 
Such women, he claims —without reason, a3 
will be testified—he fonnd not at all rare. 
In fact, hesays he counted one hundred ne- 
eroes as they came to him at random. Four 
of them he reports as white as himself, four- 
teen were black and cighty-two were brown 
mixed. This experiment he repeated in 
colored churches, schools and streets, and 
found the proportion to hold good. 

From this series of actual scorings he esti- 
mates that of the six million blacks in the 
south only one million are actually black, 
and that not less than two hundred and fifty 
thousand are actually white. This quaarte 
of a million white negroes, who have Cau- 
cassian features, fair skin, straight hair—or 
as he picturesquely puts it, ‘‘blue eyes and 
golden hair’’—are negroes only to those who 
know them to be such, and are classed as

Gould, again, is no favorite in 
Wall street, but when he is described in ab- 
stract meaningless terms, such as & Crazy 
French commurist might have used, Wall 
street rmiles and calls attention to the day 
when Major Selover took the “giant fiend 
by the coat collar and dropped him 
down an area. Wall street. 
together with the country at large, wants some 
concrete accusation against a man, not abstract 
statements. If anythingof astock jobbing 
pature could be proved in Gould’s attitude 
towards the Knights of Labor it would be of 
some use; but asthe case stands at preset 
there is no reason for supposing that Mr. 
Gould, any more than Mr. McDowell, is using 
the strikes for speculative purposes. : 

The manifesto of the executive committee 
was a very poorly conceived and still more 
poorly written docu.went, and the general 
verdict is that, ifthe Knights of Labor have 
nothing*more business-like or sensible to say, 
they will do better ifthey shut up and go 
on with their fight, leaving the talking to 
facts. Bombastic piatitudes do ot 
take in a practical country like this, although 
they have occasionally taken during exciting 
times among the dreamy, theoretical and su- 
perstitious population of the continent of Ea- 
rope. It is idiotic to talk in this country of 
“chain being already forged” and “our chil- 
dren becoming slaves.”’ There is no land on 
the face of the globe where public opinion is 
more just and equitable in all the conflicts be- 
tween poor and rich, weak and strong. Be it 
in a street fight,in the courts of lawor ina 
contest of any kind, the public cry is invaria- 
bly “fair play”’ and the spontaneous expres: 
sion of public sympathy is invariably with the 
weaker and the poorer. Of course success is, 
after whisky, the great intoxicating drink of

manifestoes will do them almostas much harm 
as acts of violence. Ifthe latter revolt public 
opinion the former , it. 
To talk now about

not legal investigation ettablished now to find 
cut and punish his wrong doings?

Miss Rose Cleveland’s letter to Miss Eliza- 
beth Cady Stanton on low-necked dresses ex- 
cited considerable comment among local poli- 
ticians.

Apropos of the 
whole business a politician of note thirty 
years ago tells an amusing story. He came 
from Tompkins county. The incident occurred 
when Mrs. Stanton herself wore low-necked 
dresses to the admiration of all 
who kncw her. It was in 
1847, when her husband had gone from B)3- 
ton to live at Seneca Falls. She wa3 then 31 
years old, and she had as handsome a bust, 
shoulders and arms as could be found west of 
the Hudson river. Since her letter to Mis3 
Cleveland some of her iady friends in Cayuga 
county take malicious pleasure in exhibiting 
old daguerreotypesin which the great dress 
mugwuipess is pictured in the fashionable 
costume of the period, with costume cut sev- 
eral inches below the shoulders, exposing an 
exhubertant bust and showing most lovely 
white arms. 

For many years Mr. Stanton collected small 
engravings of the heads of famous Europeans 
and Americans. They were framed and ar- 
rayed in groups on the walls of the rooms of 
his house from basement to attic. Statesmen, 
warriors, scientists, divines, historians, poets, 
dramatists and other eminent men were put in 
congenial clusters. Here hung pictures of 
Walpole, Pitt, Fox, Canning, Peel and states- 
men of similarstamp. In another group were 
engravings of Madison, Clinton, Clay, Web- 
ster and Tom Corwin. Near it were the por- 
traits of Jackson, Tom Benton, Van Buren, 
Silas Wright and others.

Among thestill-life studies in oil, Miss Mai War- 
ing shows considerable ability in the group of 
ginger jar, poor feathersand gilt-edged book, 
the effect of light and shadow being particularly 
good. The painting of an old blue pitcher, cup 
and saucer, ete., by Miss Cornelia Orr also attract- 
ed attention. Inthe same department work by 
Miss A#selia Smith, Miss Peytona Douglass, Miss 
DeGive should be mentioned. 

Three nicely painted flower pieces were shown 
by Mrs. A. G. Chisolm, and a group of Siberian 
crab apples, by the same lady, were much ad- 
mired. 

There was quite a nice collection of crayon por- 
traits (which made a good showing) by Miss Holi- 
field, of Alabama, Miss Orr, Master John Maddox, 
Miss Amelia Smith, Miss Watson, Miss Douglas, 
James Thomason, and others. 

In addition tothe regular class-work, charcoal 
studies made at home, by Miss Waring, and the 
painting, by Miss Chisolm, should be cited as in- 
stances where the pupils have ability to work 
alone. The course of instruction given by Mr. 
Bradley has a strong tendency towards making the 
pupil work independently. and the collection, 
taken as a whole, shows what material there is 
among our home pupils; all the studies indicate 
strong, artistic feeling, and a vigorous and forcible 
execution.

SHOUTING SALVATIONISTS. 


They Follow the Two Sams and Attack Chi- 
cago Strongholds of Sin. 
From the Chicago Herald. 

Two hundred men wearing red jerseys and 
blue caps with patent leather visors and nearly 
two score women in black dresses and shaker bon- 
nets marched into the main entrance of the Chica- 
goavenue church at eight o'clock last evenin.. 
They were blood-washed warriors—soldiers in the 
Salvation army—and they sang, rattled tambour- 
ines and spanked their handsas they marched, 
A pale-faced man, with whité hair, walked in ad- 
vance ofthe procession. An American flag was 
wrapped around his neck. In his right hand he 
held the emblem of the army—a blue and red flag 
with a yellow eenter. The staff was surmounted 
by a golden eagle with outstretched wings anda 
capacious mouth. The warriors marched down 
the left aisle of the church and then upon the

then sung, afier which a man with gray mustache 
and imperial informed the fifteen hundred peopie 
present that he had been a very bad man in his 
day. He said that he had been trained for a prize- 
fighter by Heenan; that he had run for alderman 
and county commissioner, and that he was inti- 
mately associated with Paddy Ryan. ‘But, glory 
to God,’’ he cried, as his right hand hit the banner 
with the yellow center, ‘‘the salvation army ha; 
medemy home a paradise and saved me from 
hell.” Captain Dean, who, in an evil hour many 
years ago attempted to drown his wife in the canal 
and fed his family on liver in order that he might 
have money to buy whisky, told how the salyation 
army had brought him to the feet of Jesus. 

Marshal Booth then stepped forward and spoke 
at great length on the progress of the worg io Aus- 
tralia. He said that he could not tell why people 
became frightencd when they saw a salvation 
soldier.. The warriors were preaching the doctrine 
of Wesley and Calvin, and surely there was 
nothing in that fact to alarm anybody. He 
declared that the salvation ermy was the implaca- 
ble foe of strong drink and tobacco. His soldiers 
were not satistied with chopping off the branches, 
but they brought the sharp edge of the gospel ax to 
bearon tbe roots of sin. The salvation soldier: 
were sweeping on with a mighty hand, dipped in 
the blood of Jesus Christ, and he declared that 
they would continue to sweep on until sin was 
swept off the face of the earth. The story that the 
salvation army was going down was false. It was 
going up. He represented +47 officers {n the colo- 
nies, seating:\accommodation for 156,000 people, 
and a@ newspaper with a circulation of 325,000. 
He was also giad to say that he represent- 
ed 177 stations and 199 outposts, and 
that his work in the colonies had been indorsed by 
all the governors, premiers and most of the chief 
secretaries. ‘To show the nature of the work the 
army was performing in Australia Mr. Booth said 
that 2,532 criminals had been met at the gates of 
the colonial prisons and cared for by the prison 
brigades. Of this number all had secured employ- 
ment through the agency of thearmy. Thirty per 
cent were doing extraordinarily well, and 70 per 
cent were remaining firm. The female rescue 
brigades had walked through the streets during 
the cevil’s noonday rescuing fallen women 
from dens of vice. One thousand and three 
hundred poor creatures had been cared for 
or returned to their parents, The drunkards’ 
brigades had rescued 4,000 men, 500 of whom were 
confirmed and chronic drinkers. A corps had been 
formed in New South Wales with a Chinese captain 
and seven or eight Chinese soldiers. ‘It would 
make tears start from your eyes,”’ said the marshal, 
“were you to hear this little band of Chinamen 
singing: 

‘We ying you ylang 
Tin Lung Bung Twang.’”’ 

The work in the United States was described as 
being phenomenal. One hundred and sixty-five 
stations and thirty outposts had been organized 
within two years, and the number of soldiers 
actively engaged was estimated at 10,000. In con- 
clusion Mr. Booth said that the flag of the salva- 
tion army waved in thirteen countries, and that the 
officers wearing the blue and the red spoke sixteen 
different languages.

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The only public park in Atlanta, containing 
100 acres, and lying on the southeast edge of 
the corporation limits, is named for the muni- 
ficent donor of the land—Colonel L. P. Grant, 
who gave it to the city in trust for park pur- 
poses. Inadirect line it is about one mile 
and a quarter from the Central Passengér rail- 
road station (the center of the city), but the 
street cars run probably a mile and a half dis- 
tant from the depot. 

The*deed to the land wasexecuted May 17th, 
1888,.and after preliminary surveys, active 
work was commenced with a moderate force 
on June 14th, and continned three or four 
months each ycar in the summer time. 
As parks require steady work for an indefi- 
nite time, the commission is still improving 
and beautifying the Grant park, and will con- 
tinue to do so as rapidly as the appropriations 
from the city will permit. 

The land issingularly well adapted for land- 
scape purposes, covered with a superb native 
flora, with a varicd and picturesque topogra- 
phy, abounding in fine springs (one of which 
has valuable mineral qualities) and clear run- 
ning water. A line of heavy confederate 
breastworks runs diagonally across the south 
side of the park, starting from a strong, four 
gun battery (now known as Fort Walker) on 
the southeast corner—not far from where Gen- 
eral Walker and General McPherson were 
killed in the great battle of July 22, 1864. 
With the limited appropriations, a great deal 
of work has been done since 1883. About four 
miles of fine drives have been graded and are 
in good order. These (as it is desired to make 
the place a park for the state as well as for the 
city) have been named for Georgia’s principal 
cities—as Savannah, Augusta, Macon, Colum- 
bus, Rome, Brunswick, Griffin, Madison, etc. 
Between two and three miles of walks have 
been constructed, and others are on the

way. Thetrees have been thinned out and 
grouped, lawns cleaned up and seeded, six rus- 
tic bridges built, about 3,000 feet of drain pipe 
laid, a fine pavillion, carriage shelter, spring 
house, a gentleman and ladies’ closet built, a 
large bronze drinking fountain for horses set 
in the concourse, and a small one for ladies in 
the’spring house. Fifty-two iron seats are on 
the grounds and many others will soon be pro- 
vided, twelve iron hitching posts have been 
set, and a considerable quantity of shrubbery 
planted. 

In its present rather crude condition the 
park is a really beautiful place. There is 
hardly a spot in the country where, in the 
spring, so fine a display of wild flowers can be 
seen—as azalias, hawholly, dogwood, catalpias, 
crabapple, etc. The commission is ambitious, 
and will press the work, inte!ligently and eco- 
nomically, until the park will become one of 
the most beautiful and wholésome resorts in 
the south. The rules of the commission are 
rigid. No one is permitted to pick the wild 
flowers or break the shrubbery or foliage. No 
shooting, no profane or impure language or 
conduct, intemperance, etc., will be allowed. 
This is provided for by the laws of the state 
and city, as the commission hope to make this 
pleasure ground a safe, free and pleasant resort 
for the people. Now, then, how to get there 
at present, a good driveway is via Hunter, Hill 
and Milledge streets. Anderson street will 
soon be open from Washington street and Cap- 
itol avenue, and the park Boulevard will 
probably be opened and graded from the north- 
east corner of the park to connect with the 
Bouleyard to Ponce de Leon and Auzier 
springs, and thence to Peachtree street and 
Peters park. 7 

The street cars start near the Kimball house 
and the central passenger station, on the south 
eide of the railroad tracks—one line rutining

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out Washington street and the other via Hun: 
ter street (by the capitol), Fair street by Oak- 
land cemetery to Grant park, near the pavil- 
ion, in front of which runs “Serpentine walk,” 
Walking westward from the pavilion Serpen- 
tine walk leads to the main carriage entrance, 
from which “Emerald walk” starts southward 
along ‘‘Willow brook,” the border of the pro- 
posed Lake Abana, and up to Cherokee hill.

A bronze figure, representing the angel at 
the pool of Bethesda, will soon be set near the 
spring at the head of Glen Mary.

Competition from Balti- 
more by deep waterdoes that. So it is com 
petition that we all want—competition and no 
pooling. The big towns have gobbled up the 
jittle.ones long enough. Iam glad that the 
goud old town of Wasbington can sell plows to 
her farmers as cheap as they could buy them 
in Atlanta. We want railroads everywhere. 
Augusta is going to build one to Chattanooga 
that will help the country and help Augusta, 
too, and then Washington will get her plows 
cheaper still. Athens seems likely 
to be boycotted, which is a pity, for she has 
worked bard to make herseif a commercial! 
center. Americus is hunting deep water, too, 
and expects to find it at Bruuswick, and this 
makes Brunswick happy. To a man up a tree 
itis curious to note these visionary calcula- 
tions. Some years ago Rome got up a boom to 
have the Coosa river opened to Mobile, and 
Mobile was equally excited,and it so bap- 
pened that a big meeting was held in each 
tiwrnonthesame day. The mayor of Rome 
made @ speech, in which he said that corn was 
forty cents a bushel at Rome, and with 
an open river could be shipped to Mobile 
at ten cents a_ bushel, and then he 
read from a Mobile paper the price current of 
ecorh, and it was oue dollar and a quarter a 
bushel, ‘There is seventy five cents a bushel 
proiit on our corn,” said he. The mayor of 
Mobue was waking bis speech, and tuld his 
people “they could go to Rome and buy corn at 
forty cents a bushel}, and lay it down at home 
at a cost of fifty cents, including freight.” But 
stil] both towns would be benefited and all the 
people along the line. We want ail the rail- 
roads we can get, and we ought to encourage 
the men of money and enterprise to buiid 
them. Railroads have contributed more to 
Lhe advancement of our state than all other 
causes combined. Some have made reasoaadie 
profits for their stockholders, and some have 
oade nothing. There is not a prosperous 
merchant who has not made twice as mach off 
his capital as any railroad in the state. When 
ij remember all that the Central and the 
Ceorgia railrosd and the West Pvoiut have done 
for us 10 the last forty years, it mortifies me tu 
hear aby man of position or influence de- 
nounce them as griuding monopolies who op- 
press the people. Lawyers encourage suits 
ageinst them, aud prejudice the jurymen with 
inflamatory specches, and nothing but the su- 
preme court prevents their utter bankruptcy 
from outrageous verdicts. Ifa brick fall. off 
a building and kills a man, it is the act of God, 
and is called an accident and nobody is responsi- 
ble; but if acar jumps a broken rail there is 
five, ten, or twenty thousand dollars to pay. 
It is a hard bargain, and it is a wonder that 
capitalists will buiid railroads. Here is a 
fieshet that has damaged them immensely, 
and nobody cares except thogze who are delayed 
in freight or passage. 

There is the little Rome road, that is just 
nineteen miles and 476 yards aud two feet and 
six inches and a half long, that made Rome 
just what she is, and during this last freshet 
she had eleven hundred miles of her track 
under water. At least they say that her presi- 
dent said eleven or eleven hundred, they 
were not certain which. That road has been 
the best friend that Rome ever had or ever 
will have, and she has long since quit declar- 
ing dividends, for it takes all her carnings to 
keep up with the freshets, and yet there are ma- 
lignant people to Le found in Rome who will 
talk venomously about the oppressive freights 
of that monopoly. When the Central reaches 
out for more territory she is doing no more 
than our cities are doing. Sagacity, far-seeing 
sagacity is what builds up any enterprise or 
any town. Charleston has deep water, and 
imagined she needed nothing else. The truth 
is that commercial centers have no security of 
being perpetual ifthey rely on railways or 
deep water alone. Both together will not 
suflice, but it is § manufactures. that 
cities want. Atlanta is about taking 
one hundred thousand dollars in a 
wagon factory. Ten similar enterprises will 
be worth more to her permanent prosperity 
than anyone railroad, Railroad centers are 
very lively, but they are not secure. Other 
centers loom up and cut off trade. Chatta- 
nooga has seven railroads and more deep wa- 
ter than she wants, but she made no progress 
until she became a great manufacturing center, 
Anniston is a way station, but her manufac- 
turers have built her np the model city of the 
south, justso with Birmingham. Columbus, 
without her mannufactories would hardly 
keep a postofiice. I wonder 
why our people don’t give more 
attention tosmall enterprises of this kind? 
They allseem to make money when well 
mapaged. That chair factory at Marietta has 
made Mr. Brumby rich. Colonel Jones, of our 
town, has made lots of money competing with 
northern buggies and wagons. Railroads do 
nothing but carry. They produce nothing, 
manufacture nothing. What the south wants 
is manufactures of all kinds, little ones and 
big ones. 

Butif these Knights of Labor, these trade 
unions, or whatever they are, don’t hold up a 
little and come to reason and common sense, 
there won't be any money put in anything, for 
the capitalists won’t risk it. They would 
rather invest in state or national bonds, even 
at two per cent interest. I see that Ohio has 
recently placed some bonds at three and a half, 
and the reason given isthe insecurity of money 
in ventures controlled by labor. The world is 
on the side of labor. but not to the extent that 
labor is now demanding. They havea right to 
quit and strike fur higher wager and shorter 
lime, but when they go to boycotting it 
is time. to stop. « We see that 3,000 
shoemakersin Lynn, Massachusetts, have not 
only struck for higher wages, but will not let 
& manufacturer buy his family supplies in 
that town, and they have had to move away 
or starve, Now, suppose the negross ali 
around me were to dictate to me who I should 
hire and who I should not hire to work on my 
farm, or should make my hireliugs quit work 
when the crop was in the grass, and, if I did 
not come to their terms, should stop my team 
on the road to town and turn it back empty. 
What is the difference between that and 
the preeent strikes? What is this 
country coming to when capital has 
to submit to such exactions? This 
is what I call the beginning of anarchy, and I 
rejoice that it has not tegun here. I have 
consideration for Jabor and ita societies, for 
corporation and protection, but not for defiance 
of law and wilful destruction of their em- 
ployers’ property. It is not an American idea, 
and I can’t believe that Americans are at the 
bottom of it. I rejoice that this part of the 
south bas not succeeded in inducing immigra- 
tion from Castle Garden.

jaborers end bave not only their respect, ba 
love, But capitalis generally hard-hearted 
aud would enslave men if it could. One ex- 
treme provokes another, and so the innocent 
aid upofiending must suffer with the lawless 
and desperate, There is afmiddle ground some 
where. Jay Gould never earned his two huu 
dred millions fairly. Most every dollar he ha: 
got was earned by labor—earned and lost 
There are one hundred men in New York 
who are worth one thousand millions, ani 
they never produced it. There ars millions 
of toilers who are producing every day, ani 
are worth nothing—no home of their own, no 
comforts, po security for old age or sickness, 
or fire or flood, or epidemic—no, nothing buta 
scanty living from day to day, and a despair- 
iog bope for the future. Who does not pity 
them? Wecan almost hear them sing: 

‘Still one of Adam’s heirs, 

Though doomed by chance of birth 

To dress sO mean and eat the lean, 

Instead of the fat of the earth; 

To make such humble meals 

As novest labor can, 

A bone and a crust, with grace to God, 

And little thanks to man.” 


And who does uot feel a bitter contempt for 
the inhumanity and seifishness of those 
‘Who every weekly score 
Docks labor's little mite; 
Besiows on the poor at the temple door, 
But robs them over night.”’ 


But labor will notaccomplish any good by 
her present methods. The laws of the land 
must be respected. Then where is the reme- 
cy, and bow shall labor secure its just reward? 
Ask the wisdom ofthenation now assembled 
in Washington. They wrangle over the tarill, 
and commerce, and education, and appoiat- 
ments to oflice,and a thousand things, bat 
they do nothing to pacify or encourage the 
tvilers whose sweat is mingied with efery 
fabric, every edifice, every industry in all 
this broad land.

Accused of Forging the Will of Mrs. Myra Clarke 
Gaines—Born in Luxury, Reared in Affiuence, 
Married ia Royal Style, and Finally 
Reduced to Pinching Poverty. 


New OR.zans,La., April 10.—The arrest of 
Mrs. Marie P. Evans, and her incarceration in 
prison under a bond of $20,000, has caused a 
pensation in the aristocratic circle of which 
she wasa member, The charge upon which 
she was arrested was that of forging the will, 
which purported to convey all the property of 
the late Maria Clark Gaines toherself. It will 
be remembered that when Mrs. Gaines died 
two wills were presented for proof. By one 
of these wills she disposed of her property to 
her lawful heirs, her grandchildren, creating 
her son-in-law and W. H. Wilder, her long- 
time attorney and agent, the execu- 
tors of her will. This was a nun- 
cupative will, drawn by a _ notary 
public and attested $ by the regular 
number of witnesses. It was essentially de- 
fective in form and could not be admitted in 
probate. So it wasdecided by Judge Houston, 
of the ciyil district court, and affirmed by the 
supreme courtofthe state. Another will was 
offered for probate, in the olographic form, 
purporting to be signed by the deceased on the 
day before her decease. That will bequeathed 
the bulk of her estate to Mrs. Marie Evans, 
with a large legacy to her mother, Mrs. Perk- 
ins. Thiswas pronounced by the opposing 
parties a forgery. Thecase has been decided 
adverse to Mrs. Evans, but is now under ap- 


A STORY OF OLD LOUISIANA LIFE. 


Mary Perkins Linton Evans was thirty years 
ago, the greatly admired and much courted 
daughter of Dr. Jehu Perkins, who, with his 
twin brother—also a Dr. Perkins—cultivated 
the largest sugar plantation in Fast Baton 
Rovge, and were greatly esteemed through 
the Florida parishes for the princely hospitali- 
ty which they dispensed, as well as for their 

at enterprise, intelligence and successin the 
frst successful experiment to cultivate cane on 
a large scale on the highlands. Ontheir plan- 
tation— Richland it was called—they employed 
about one hundred and fifty slaves, and their 
sugar mill was one of the most costly struct- 
ures, in which had been collected all the mod- 
ern improvements in machinery for the refin- 
ing of sugar. 

The brothers Perkins were natives of In- 
diana; had emigrated fifty years ago to Louis- 
jana; settled in Bayou Sara, and practiced 
medicine with great success. Having accumu- 
lated some means, they purchased the Richland 
place, with a large stock of slaves, and prose- 
cuted the culture of the plantation with great 
success, establishing a large credit and wide 
reputation for their energy and skill. So great 
was the esteem in which they were held by 
the parishioners that the brothers were fre- 
quently called upon to serve in high positions 
of pubiic trust and of political responsibility 
and duty. Dr. John Perkins marrying Miss 
Leake, of West Feliciana, of a leading family 
in that parish, became the father of Marie. 
She was their only child, and was fondled 
and reared amid unbounded luxury and in- 
dulgence by the twin brothers. As she stated 
in her testimony, her wishes were always an- 
tici ,and she emerged into womanhood 
wit ever experiencing a care or unsatis- 
fied tion. With a bright intellect, and 
through the instruction and training of the 
best instructors money could command, she 
became an accomplished young lady, especially 
in music and the languages. Regarded asa 
rich heiress, she commanded the devotion of a 
large train of suitors and admirers. Her saga- 
cious and prudent parents and guardians were 
very 1 and observant of her relations 
to her numerous suitors lest she might make a 
mesalliance. Finally, however, a young gen- 
tleman was found in the rich cotton section of 
the northern part of the state, of one of the 
famous artistocracy of Natchez, upon whom 
both parents and the young lady fixed their 
choice as suitable mate. 

THE LOVER FOUND. 

This was young Duncan Linton, the heir of 
avery wealthy planter, who had retired from 
this city, after a very successful career as 
amerchant. There was a brilliant wedding, 
and the young couple departed for Paris, with 
letters ef credit for unlimited amounts. Here 
they set up in splendid apartments, and leda 
gay, luxurious and expensive life, mingling in 
the best society, the lady giving much study 
to the culture of music and the society of great 
operatic artists. The husband, however, cul- 
tivated other tastes, frequented the clubs, the 
race grounds, and participated largely and 
deeply in all the amusements and dissipations 
of wealthy young men in Paris. His income ex- 
ceeded thirty or forty thousand dollars a year, 
which he and his wife expended with a lavish 
band. When the cloud of civil war lowered iu 
the horizon the Lintons adopted the counsel of 
their friends and returned to Louisiana to 
~ look after their large interests, bringing with 
them the equipwent of a large establishment, 
which they set up on Royal street, and kept 
open house, Mrs. Linton giving numerous 
bails, musica! soirees and other entertainments. 
Her husband in the meantime had repaired to 


his plantations in the northern part of the | 


state, eoliecting his cotton and slaves in a lo- 
cality as far removed as possible from the ap- 
prehended seat of war. With this burden of 
care and labor the health of Linton broke 
down, and he again retired to his old haunts 
in Paris. Here his ailment developed into a 
fatal form, and after a lingering sickuess he 
departed this life. 
DISTURBED BY WAR, 

The enterprising wife, however, remained 
in this city until the crash of the Federal ap- 
proach and occupation, when she boxed up her 
costly furniture, ornaments, library and other 
equipment of her household, and conveyed 
them toa friend's establishment at Tanvipa- 
hoa, on the Jacksou railroad. The cotton of 
her husband had been transported to what 
was believed to be 2 safe place in the interior, 
where it did not, however, escape the general 
ravage of the state by the cotton thieves, who, 
following the federalarmy, or profiting by 
their protection, managed to devastate the 
whole eotton region of the south. 

It was the seizure and robbery of this cot- 
ton upon which the widow of Linton based 
her claim against a bank of this city and the 
federal government, which she has been en- 
gaged for several yearsin prosecuting with 
great zealj and persistency, spending much 
timein Washington, where she formed a close 
’ intimacy with Mrs. Gaines, whose qualities of 
persiskncy and indomitable will in 
the pursuit of what she _ believed 
to be her just rights, won her sympathy. 
This intimacy became very cordial and confi- 
dential, much tothe annoyance and apprehen- 
sion of Mrs. Gaines's natural heirs. It contin- 
ued until shortly before Mrs. Gaines’s death. 
Not long before that event there were written 
proofs that this intimacy was disturbed by 
very Capricious ebulitions on the part of Mrs. 
Gaines in letters to Mrs. Linton and her 
mother, expressipg the most sincere affection 
for - con ce in them,
